Pimlico Stakes 


Six stakes races, topped by the rich Pimlico 
Futurity, will be run during Pimlico’s 28-day 
autumn meeting, November 14 through De¬ 
cember 15. 

Though the Futurity is the final champion¬ 
ship race of the year for two-year-olds and will 
have a gross purse of around $115,000, it may 
have to share billing this season with the Dixie 
Handicap. 

This venerable classic, ninth oldest race in 
America and the most ancient in Maryland, is 
being carded on the autumn program for the 
first time since its inception at Pimlico in 1870. 

Long considered a prime test for champions, 
the Dixie will get a further boost in that di¬ 
rection when its distance is increased to IV 2 
miles. It will be run on the grass course on 
Thanksgiving Day, Thursday, November 24, 
for a purse of $25,000. Nominations will close 
for this race on November 1. 
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The roster of Dixie winners includes Armed, 
Assault, Whirlaway, Royal Vale, St. Vincent, 
Equipoise and Sarazen. 

The 38th Pimlico Futurity, at 1 % 6 miles, 
will be run on Saturday, November 19. There 
are 162 colts and fillies eligible. No supple¬ 
mentary nominations are accepted to the 
Futurity. 

Its filly counterpart, the Marguerite, will be 
run on Saturday, November 26, for an esti¬ 
mated gross purse of around $35,000. There are 
168 fillies eligible with no supplemental nomi¬ 
nations. 

Another important change in the autumn 
program concerns the Pimlico Cup. This storied 
distance classic is being returned to its 2% 6* 
mile route after several seasons of being run 
at lesser distances. 

To attract horsemen’s interest in the Cup, 
one of the nation’s top tests for staying power 
in the Thoroughbred horse, the purse is being 
doubled to $20,000. Nominations will close 
November 1, and the race will be run on Satur¬ 
day, December 10. 

The Cup is the race which the mighty Ex¬ 
terminator won for three consecutive years, and 
the race in which Conn McCreary stood up in 
the saddle and tipped his hat to the crowd 
while winning by 40 lengths. 

The Gallorette Stakes, for fillies and mares 
three years old and up, will be run on Satur¬ 
day, December 3 at one mile and one-eighth. 
It carries a $15,000 purse. 

The season will get under way on Monday, 
November 14, with the running of the Pimlico 
Breeders. This is a $7,500 purse for two-year- 
olds bred in Maryland and run at 1 miles. 

In addition to the six stakes, the Jennings, 
a $10,000 overnight handicap for three-year- 
olds and up bred in Maryland, will be offered 
on closing day, Thursday, December 15. 

Pimlico’s features will be complemented by 
an overnight program with heavy emphasis on 
distance races and competition over the grass 
course. 

The stakes schedule in order: 

Nov. 14—$7,500 Pimlico Breeders, Mary¬ 
land-bred two-year-olds, 1%6 miles. 

Nov. 19—$50,000 Pimlico Futurity, two- 
year-olds, 1 % 6 miles. 

Nov. 24—$25,000 Dixie, three-year-olds and 
up, turf, \Vz miles. 

Nov. 26—$15,000 Marguerite, two-year-old 
fillies, 1 miles. 

Dec. 3—$15,000 Gallorette, fillies and mares 
three and up, 1 Ys miles. 

Dec. 10—$20,000 Pimlico Cup, three-year- 
olds and up, 2% c miles.

A MEETING OF MINDS: It may or may 
not be coincidence, but Dr. Robert J. 
Clark, consultant to the Rasin Committee 
studying Maryland horseracing, has taken upon 
himself the mastery of unarmed hand-to-hand 
combat devised in ancient India. It is claimed 
that an opponent can be rendered helpless and 
maybe, dead, if a master of the technique 
punches the right button. 

While as yet the New York economist has 
not mastered this ancient art which makes 
jujitsu look like a game of patty cake, it is only 
fair that track officials and others appearing 
before him during the course of the study 
should know that he has progressed to the 
point where he toughens the base of his palms 
by breaking one-inch pine boards. 

Furthermore, in the interest of public safety 
it should be understood that Clark, like Joe 
Friday, is interested only in facts. A track 
official seeking additional dates, for instance, 
should be prepared to document his case. 

Track representatives and affiliated Turf 
groups have been requested by the seven-man 
Rasin Committee to submit in writing their 
views for the betterment of Maryland racing. 
Each group, in turn, is being asked to appear 
before Clark for orientation and a review of 
its recommendations to insure their best pres¬ 
entation. 

As outlined by the economist and part-time 
consultant-Turf journalist, the Rasin Commit¬ 
tee is a study—not investigative—group, with 
no pre-conceived notions nor any axe to grind. 
The five-month study is being conducted for 
the mutual benefit of bloodstock and agricul¬ 
tural interests, the racing public, track man¬ 
agement and the state treasury. 

Bel Air, Bowie, Hagerstown, the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association, Jockeys’ 
Guild, Laurel Race Course, Laurel Raceway, 
Marlboro, Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion, Ocean Downs, Pimlico, Rosecroft Race¬ 
way, Maryland Racing Commission, Thorough¬ 
bred Racing Associations, and Timonium, 
among others, have been invited to submit 
their ideas. Most have complied, and have had 
their representatives appear for discussion. 

Dr. Clark expects to have the major phase 
of his work completed this month. The Rasin 
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Committee will then sift Clark’s findings to 
base its own recommendations to be presented 
to the Legislative Council in late November 
or early December. The Council, in turn, will 
report to the 90-day meeting of the 1961 
Maryland Legislature which convenes in 
January. 

The first two plans for strengthening the 
structure of Maryland racing made public were 
those of the Maryland Jockey Club (Pimlico) 
and Baltimore Raceway. 

The Baltimore Raceway proposals, released 
in August by the Maryland Racing Commis¬ 
sion, were in the form of a 35-40 page report. 
Effort was made to justify each provision but 
for the sake of brevity only the recommenda¬ 
tions—again based on what the sponsors con¬ 
sidered sound reasoning—will be noted here. 

Baltimore Raceway calls for the inauguration 
of night Thoroughbred racing at its own plant 
just outside the city limits. It proposes to ex¬ 
change its 24 nights of harness racing for 36 
nights of Thoroughbred night racing by elimi¬ 
nating three of the state’s half-mile tracks 
(Cumberland, Hagerstown and Bel Air) 
through equitable purchase, and by reappor¬ 
tionment of other tracks’ dates. 

As outlined by Jerold C. Hoffberger, major 
stockholder, member of the executive com¬ 
mittee and spokesman for Baltimore Raceway, 
the plan calls for 72 racing dates at three half- 
mile Thoroughbred tracks (Marlboro, 
Timonium and Baltimore Raceway) and 72 
nights of harness racing at Rosecroft Raceway 
and Ocean Downs. 

At present there are five half-mile flat tracks 
sharing 60 days of racing, and 96 nights of 
racing at four harness tracks. 

Baltimore Raceway’s only reference to the 
mile tracks was the opinion that Laurel and 
Pimlico would be best served by single 40-day 
meetings. 

Twenty-four days of racing were advocated 
for Marlboro; no change was specified for 
Timonium, inasmuch as that track’s unique 
tax-free status, due to its relation to the Mary¬ 
land State Fair, was not entirely clear to Race¬ 
way officials. 

Under the plan, Rosecroft, upon consolida¬ 
tion with Laurel Raceway, would receive 48

nights of harness racing, centering the major 
part of the harness season in the Washington 
area. Ocean Downs, which, due to its location, 
does not conflict with other tracks, would be 
granted 24 nights of racing at its discretion. 

Should the Raceway proposal be approved, 
its sponsors would prefer to operate for 36 
nights between the close of the Delaware Park 
meeting and the opening of Timonium. The 
initial cost of converting the half-mile Balti¬ 
more Raceway track from harness to Thorough¬ 
bred racing is estimated at between $350,000- 
$500,000. After the 1961 meeting, the half- 
mile track would be enlarged to five-eights, 
three-quarters, or, perhaps, a mile. 

Before such a proposal could be imple¬ 
mented, however, Baltimore Raceway would 
require a guarantee of ten years’ operation to 
make the cost of conversion financially sound. 
Also mentioned but not detailed was a more 
equitable tax arrangement to provide for higher 
purses and plant improvements. 

PIMLICO BLUEPRINT: The Maryland 
Jockey Club, which, under the aegis of the 
Cohen-Pondfield regime, has poured $4,755,000 
into plant improvements in the last eight years, 
placed its report before Dr. Clark on Septem¬ 
ber 8. The first part of Pimlico’s brief was 
devoted to citing of the problems facing Mary¬ 
land racing. The four primary sore spots, as 
Pimlico sees them, are: (1) the seasons are 
too short; (2) half-mile racing; (3) harness 
racing and (4) inadequate purse structure. 

Maryland Jockey Club officials reasoned that 
the success of New York and New Jersey rac¬ 
ing is largely due to sustained, uninterrupted 
racing seasons attracting the best stables. 

In summation of this point it was brought 
out that top grade horses provide better and 
more formful racing, and better racing guar¬ 
antees increased attendance and wagering. 
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In regards to the half-mile tracks, Pimlico’s 
contention is that two tracks (Timonium and 
Marlboro) are ’eminently successful,” while 
Hagerstown is ’’satisfactorily successful.” Be¬ 
cause of Marlboro’s proximity to Washington, 
and the traditional significance of Timonium 
and its state fair, these two tracks could be 
made a part of ’’major racing” in Maryland. 

It was then pointed out that the half-mile 
tracks operate for 60 days (or 21 per cent of 
the total racing dates) and produce only 9 
per cent of the state’s racing revenue, while 
the mile tracks in 1959 operated 126 days (45 
per cent of the total racing dates) and pro¬ 
duced $7,400,640 or 78 per cent of the revenue. 

Before citing the disparity in the tax ar¬ 
rangement and license fees between the major 
and minor tracks, Pimlico noted that the wag¬ 
ering at Pimlico, Laurel and Bowie constituted 
76 per cent of the Maryland total, or more 
than three times the amount of public sup¬ 
port given the combined five minor tracks and 
four harness ovals. This, the report said, is a 
definite barometer of the character and quality 
of the sport, and of the public’s acceptance. 

It was suggested that efforts to sustain the 
half-mile tracks or to strengthen their posi¬ 
tions by further grants and special privileges 
or tax dispensation is a definite move to en¬ 
courage mediocrity. 

Turning next to its views on harness rac¬ 
ing, Pimlico observed that this form of sport 
contributes only 13 per cent of the state’s 
revenue while operating for 34 per cent of 
the total racing dates. 

Scheduling of harness racing dates in direct 
conflict to the major circuit constitutes unfair 
competition, the report said. 

In view of these contentions, Pimlico sug¬ 
gested that Baltimore, Rosecroft and Laurel 
Raceways centralize at either of the two latter 
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plants for a period of 48 dates, or as many 
dates as are available between the cessation of 
racing at Pimlico in May and the opening of 
Marlboro in the latter part of July. An expres¬ 
sion that the mutuel takeout at harness tracks 
should be the same as that of any other 
licensee, concluded this part of the report. 

Bowie, Laurel and Pimlico have a work¬ 
ing agreement with the horsemen, whereby 
the tracks pay in aggregate purses an amount 
equivalent to 48 per cent of the 7 per cent of 
the mutuel handle retained by the tracks. 

This is from 5 to 7 per cent higher than 
is paid in New Jersey and Florida. However, in 
spite of this high percentage, this distribution 
does not compare favorably with New Jersey, 
Florida or New York because of the lower 
average mutuel handles in Maryland. 

Paradoxically, no matter what is done in 
the way of schedule changes, plant improve¬ 
ment, realignment of the half-mile and harness 
situations, top stables and attendant personnel 
will not be attracted to, and remain in Mary¬ 
land unless the purse distribution is better than 
it is in adjacent areas. "We must, therefore," 
the report urged, "provide for such a program 
of increased purse distribution." 


The report then continued: 

"For the purpose of these considerations and 
solutions, it is recommended that Bowie, Laurel, 
Pimlico, Delaware, Marlboro and Timonium 
be considered as one large circuit beginning 
at Bowie the middle of February and ending 
at Pimlico the middle of December. All Mary¬ 
land track schedules should be increased 50 
per cent: Bowie, Laurel and Pimlico increased 
from 40 to 60 days and Marlboro and Timon¬ 
ium from 12 to 18 days each. The same mutuel 
takeout and share to the state should be ap¬ 
plicable to all racetracks. 

"Arrangements should be made with Dela¬ 
ware to reduce its schedule by one day from 
55 to 54 days. This they would readily do to 
avoid major track competition and to solidify 
Decoration Day and Fourth of July on their 
schedule. Moreover, such a schedule would pro¬ 
vide a weekly arrangement whereby each track 
opens on a Monday and operates for consecu¬ 
tive weeks. For example, in the spring, Bowie, 
Laurel and Pimlico would offer five weeks of 
racing at each plant, Delaware nine weeks and 
Marlboro and Timonium three weeks each. 

"Then Bowie, Laurel and Pimlico resume 
for five weeks each in the fall. Marlboro should

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obtain an extra Saturday to compensate for the 
slight conflict with Delaware, which conflict 
would be inconsequential because of difference 
in location. This applies only to the one track 
competing with Delaware. 

"Under the existing arrangement of 120 days 
of major racing, the state received 7.4 million 
from the mile tracks in 1959, based on a take¬ 
out to the state of 5 per cent. The harness 
tracks’ revenue was $1,206,831 and the half- 
mile receipts were $887,487. 

"If the state would reduce its portion to 
4 per cent, 180 days of racing at the mile 
tracks would produce a revenue of over 
$9,000,000 to the state, not providing for any 
increase in handle which would surely follow. 
However, the 1 per cent should not go to the 
tracks. Fifty per cent, or one-half of 1 per 
cent, should go into a fund (administered by 
the racing commission) to amortize or pay off 
those tracks that would be liquidated at an 
equitable fixed value. 

"Moreover, when and if the liquidation is 
completed, the one-half of 1 per cent should 
revert to the state treasury. The other 50 per 
cent (one-half of 1 per cent) should be used 
to increase the purse distribution, which on the 
basis of a handle of $1,000,000 a day would 
amount to $5,000; and it should be earmarked 
and administered. Adding $5,000 each day to 
the existing purse structure would put the mile 
tracks in a position of favorable competition 
with Delaware, New Jersey and New York. 

"A precedent for the state’s lowered takeout 
was set in New York, where plant improve¬ 
ment and increased handle raised the state’s 
revenue from $44,781,671 in 1956 to $51,533,- 
924 in 1959 in spite of the fact the state re¬ 
linquished 1 per cent out of its share of the 
pari-mutuel takeout. 

"The Thoroughbred Racing Associations of 
the United States, Inc. has promulgated a code 
of standards for member tracks wherein they 
unqualifiedly reject night racing and all other 
desperation schemes and gimmicks. 

"The following is a draft of dates as pro¬ 
jected in the foregoing recommendations:

BOWIE February 15 to March 19 30 

LAUREL March 21 to April 23 30 

PIMLICO April 25 to May 28 30 

DELAWARE May 30 to July 30 54 

MARLBORO July 21 to August 13 18 

TIMONIUM August 15 to September 3 18 

BOWIE September 5 to October 8 30 

LAUREL October 10 to November 12 30 

PIMLICO November 14 to December 17 30 

The Baltimore News-Post, in an editorial in 


its Friday, September 16 editions, endorsed the 
Maryland Jockey Club’s proposal for integrated 
scheduling of racing dates at the four mile 
tracks in Maryland and Delaware. 

Not necessarily speaking for the full mem¬ 
bership of the Maryland Racing Commission, 
Chairman R. Bruce Livie lent his weight in 
support of night Thoroughbred racing as ad¬ 
vocated in the Baltimore Raceway proposal. 

TIMONIUM’S VIEWPOINT: Putting its 
views before Dr. Clark, Timonium charged that 
"certain Maryland track owners now also own 
and operate racetracks outside the state in di¬ 
rect competition with Maryland racing. We be¬ 
lieve this practice to be detrimental to Mary¬ 
land racing. 

"To be specific, Charles Town operated in 
direct competition with Timonium and Bowie 
in 1959- There was a shortage of horses at that 
time and the owners of Charles Town, because 
of the fact that they also were the owners of 
Pimlico, were able to take an unfair advantage 
of Timonium and Bowie. 

"It came to our attention that specific pres¬ 
sure was brought to bear on Maryland horse¬ 
men to prevent them from shipping from 
Charles Town to our tracks.’’ 

Timonium’s position on other aspects of 
Maryland racing, as expressed by President 
Daniel B. Brewster: 

Pick-Six wagering: "Ultimately detrimental 
to the sport.” 

Night racing: "We express no definite opin¬ 
ion at this time as to whether or not night 
racing would be feasible or useful.” 

Harness racing: "We believe the future of 
harness racing in Maryland is somewhat 
limited, but refrain from commenting on it 
specifically at this time.” 

Challenging the stands taken by the critics 
of half-mile racing, Brewster concluded his re¬ 
marks by saying, "There is a real place for half- 
mile racing in Maryland. We believe Mary¬ 
land racing must stand on its own feet. 

"With the real possibility of increased com¬ 
petition from Pennsylvania and elsewhere, it 
will be impossible to attempt to avoid compe¬ 
tition by shifting dates.” 

CUMBERLAND - TIMONIUM FIGURES: 
The Cumberland Fair Association’s 12-day 
meeting at Timonium in August was the most 
successful in its history. Compared to figures 
last year, when its business was conducted at 
Hagerstown, Cumberland posted a tremendous 
gain of 58 per cent in attendance and 70 per 
cent in wagering. An average of 6,477 fans 
attended the 12-day meeting. The mutuel han- 
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die, which hit its peak on Saturday, August 20, 
averaged $386,620. 

Following on the heels of the Cumberland 
meeting, Timonium attracted an average of 
7,451 fans and $405,046 throughout its 12-day 
term. These figures represent a loss of 4 per 
cent in attendance and a gain of 7 per cent 
in handle. Purses were hiked during the course 
of the meeting to share the track’s prosperity 
with horsemen. 

Feature attraction of the Timonium meeting 
was the Timonium Handicap, carrying a purse 
of $5,000. Natagar, owned by B. L. Hacker- 
man, collared Flamingo Farm’s Madok in the 
stretch to win by a length. Ridden by Larry 
Reynolds, Natagar, a former stakes winner, 
was posting his ninth victory of the season. 
The purse for the l% 6 -mile feature raised his 
I960 earnings to $26,485. 

Natagar is a six-year-old bay stallion by 
Your Host—Ragatan, by Questionnaire. Frank 
Y. Whitley, Jr., trains him. 

GOOD MOVE IN RIGHT DIRECTION: 
To hear Trainer George Poole tell it, one would 
imagine that he expects Alfred G. Vanderbilts 
Good Move to hit her best stride along about 
Oaks time next spring. Be that as it may, Poole 
is not turning his back on temptation this 
season, insofar as the gray daughter of Native 
Dancer—Next Move, by Bull Lea is concerned. 

The filly is well staked, for she always has 
been regarded highly by the Sagamore folks. 
After winning her first two starts at Belmont 
last spring, she got her first taste of stakes com¬ 
pany in the Astoria at Aqueduct when she was 
second to Little Tumbler, subsequently to be¬ 
come the first filly to win the Futurity since 
First Flight in 1946. 

Good Move couldn’t get untracked on a 
sloppy track when sent to Monmouth for the 
Sorority, finishing fifth to Apatontheback. Test¬ 
ing the Saratoga track for the first time in the 
Schuylerville, she was fourth, beaten 2Vi 
lengths, as Shuette credited her sire Nashua 
with his first stakes winner. 

Good Move, which still bears scars of her 
tomfoolery as a yearling, was only the fifth 
choice when a field of seven lined up for the 
$50,000-added Spina way Stakes at the Spa on 
August 24. Impressed with Shuette’s back-to- 
back victories at Saratoga, the fans backed her 
down to 11-to-10, allowing Good Move to go 
off at 11.45 to 1. 

Little Tumbler was quickest to assert her 
authority, and Shuette wore herself into a 
frazzle trying to catch the flying Meadowbrook 
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Farm filly. While all this was going on, Jockey 
Eric Guerin held Good Move in abeyance. 
When the leaders cracked under pressure, Good 
Move moved outside for running room and 
pushed to the fore in the last yards. The win¬ 
ner’s margin was a head over C. V. Whitney’s 
Honey Dear. 

Good Move negotiated the six furlongs in 
1:12% over a fast track to lay claim to the 
winner’s purse of $60,172.50. The third Ameri¬ 
can stakes winner (all fillies) for her sire, 
Good Move is a daughter of the excellent 
racemare, Next Move, which stands fourth on 
the list of all-time leading money-winning 
fillies and mares. 

Good Move was foaled March 11, 1958 at 
Sagamore Farm. Next Move has a black colt 
foal by Native Dancer and is in foal to 
*Turn-to. 

After the Spina way, Good Move’s record 
read: 6 starts, 3 wins, 1 second and $66,772. 

HITTING THE HIGH SPOTS: Hail to 
Reason, ill-fated heir-apparent to the juvenile 
championship, received his yearling training 
at Stymie Manor, Monkton. . . . The September 
issue of the Racing Calendar reports the death 
of Mrs. Samuel M. Pistorio’s Cosmic Dancer, 
a two-year-old bay son of Native Dancer—Cos¬ 
mic Miss. The same issue reports the death of 
Peeping Tom, Maryland-bred stakes-winning 
son of Carrier Pigeon bred by the late G. Ray 
Bryson. ... Bel Air was the first Maryland 
Thoroughbred track to inaugurate Pic-Six wag¬ 
ering, calling its verson of the betting wrinkle, 
the "Klondike.” 

Marlboro is bucking the tide, electing to 
stand firm on eight races. ... In addition to 
its new club house-administration building, 
Pimlico is resurfacing roads in the stable area 
for the fall meeting. Belvedere Ave. will be 
closed between Cylburn and Green Spring 
Avenues throughout the Pimlico term. 

The addition of Cain Hoy Stable’s Bald 
Eagle to the field for the Washington, D.C. 
International raises to five the number of horses 
tendered official invitations this year. Bald 
Eagle, seeking to repeat his 1959 Laurel vic¬ 
tory, joins Bally Ache on the American team. 
Foreign invitees to date are Italy’s Malhoa, 
Ireland’s Chamour and England’s Prolific. 

Call Over, sire of the good fillies Creswood 
Dottie and Mile. Dianne, returns to Maryland 
for the 1961 breeding season. He will stand 
at Tom O’Farrell’s Windy Hills Farm, West¬ 
minster, along with Ram o’ War and 
* Brunetto. 
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Laurel Stakes 

Four stakes races, highlighted by the ninth 
running of the world-famed Washington, D.C. 
International, will be contested during the 
eleven-day autumn meeting opening at Laurel 
Race Course on Saturday, October 29. 

The date of the Maryland Futurity, which 
originally was to have run on November 1, 
has been advanced to opening day, inasmuch 
as the Maryland State Racing Commission has 
granted Laurel permission to open two days 
early. 

Because of the earlier opening, there will be 
no racing on Tuesday, November 1, and 
Wednesday, November 9- 

The Maryland Futurity, which carries a 
purse of $10,000, is for Maryland-bred-and- 
foaled two-year-olds at six furlongs. Past win¬ 
ners of this important stakes for state breeders 
have been the great Challedon and Alfred 
Gwynne Vanderbilts Sit This Out, the first 
stakes winner sired by the peerless Native 
Dancer. 

On Saturday, November 5, the $70,000-gross 
Selima, one of the nation’s richest races for 
two-year-old fillies, will be run for the 34th 
time. The Selima, at a mile and a sixteenth, 
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numbers among its eligibles such title hopefuls 
as Charlton Clay’s Rose Bower, Mrs. Ada L. 
Rice’s Apatontheback, Vanderbilt’s Good Move 
and Meadowbrook Stable’s Little Tumbler. 

The $100,000 International, at a mile and a 
half on the grass, will match about a dozen 
of the best Thoroughbreds from all over the 
world. Those whose owners have accepted in¬ 
vitations are Bally Ache of the U.S., Malhoa 
of Italy, Chamour of Ireland, and Prolific of 
England. The International will again be run 
on Veterans’ Day, Friday, November 11. 

This season, for the first time, the $20,000 
Laurel Turf Cup will follow the Interna¬ 
tional. In previous years, the Turf Cup has 
often provided an International candidate. This 
season, the mile-and-an-eighth event for three- 
year-olds and up will close the Laurel meeting 
on Saturday, November 12. 

Marlboro Opens October 12 

The Marlboro Race Course, located in Upper 
Marlboro, Maryland, just 18 miles from the 
Capital in Washington, opens the Maryland 
fall racing season on Monday, October 10. 

Due to attract the most attention during 
the 12 days of racing is the fifth running of 
the only stakes on the Maryland minor track 
ovals, the Marlboro Nursery Stakes. This 
stakes for two-year-olds is to be run on Satur¬ 
day, October 22, at a distance of seven fur¬ 
longs. 

President Edward F. Farrell, Jr., is proud 
of this young event, which he introduced in 
the fall of 1956. So many entries were made 
for the first running that it was split into 
three divisions. Another year it was run in 
two divisions. Last year ten two-year-olds com¬ 
peted. Adapt, owned by Dr. John Hoy, of Bal¬ 
timore, was the winner of this $5,000-added 
race. Probably the most outstanding horse to 
continue in racing after winning the Marlboro 
Nursery Stakes, is the good handicap horse 
Nickel Boy. 

Farrell has announced that he will con¬ 
tinue with eight-race programs. He has never 
favored the nine-race cards. The continued 
progress of Marlboro Race Course has con¬ 
vinced him that he is adhering to the right 
policy. 

This year, with the approval of the Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission and the purse com¬ 
mittee of the Maryland, Delaware and West 
Virginia Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protec¬ 
tive Association, the minimum purse at Marl¬ 
boro will be increased from $1,000 to $1,200. 
Purses at Marlboro will scale from $1,200 to 
$5,000 during the 12 days of racing.

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Mrs. Walter A. Edgar 

Few who have passed from the ranks of the 
Maryland Thoroughbred fraternity will be 
missed more than Mrs. Walter A. Edgar. The 
gentle, pleasant lady who was mistress of 
Woodlawn Farm succumbed after a month’s 
illness on July 27. 

She had taken over management of the 
farm, racing stable and a golf course after the 
death of her husband, the popular "Jack” 
Edgar, in September 1955. Mr. Edgar was a 
past president of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association. 

Once asked how she managed to keep pace 
with all of her duties, Mrs. Edgar replied, "I 
just try to do the thing that is most important 
each day and leave the rest to God.” 

A fashion artist for several Baltimore de¬ 
partment stores prior to her marriage, Mrs. 
Edgar and her late husband purchased Wood- 
lawn Farm, near Ellicott City, in 1943. Their 
first stakes winner was Prince Dare, a son of 
*Princequillo-Penny Dare, by # Challenger II. 
which won the 1952 Maryland Gold Cup and 
now heads the stud at Woodlawn. Prince 
Dare’s dam, Penny Dare, was the first foal 
dropped at Woodlawn. She died the same year 
she dropped the *Princequillo colt, her first 
foal. 

Retired to stud after being jumped on in 
the Chesapeake Stakes, Prince Dare sired two 
stakes winners in his first two crops, which 
numbered only six foals. These were Milady 
Dares, winner of a division of the Prioress at 
Jamaica, and Nora Dares, winner of the Blue 
Hen at Delaware Park. 

Both mares are still in the Edgar racing 
stable, trained by Jimmy Rowan. The day that 
Mrs. Edgar died at Johns Hopkins Hospital 
she was told three of her horses were entered 
for the following afternoon at Delaware Park. 
Upon hearing this, she requested that the 
horses not be scratched should she die that day. 
Unfortunately, the Delaware stewards could 
not honor the sportswoman’s request since 
Delaware law specifies that horses cannot run 
as the property of an unsettled estate. 

Mrs. Edgar is survived by a daughter, Mrs. 
C. Oliver Goldsmith, of Thunder Hill, Ellicott 
City, and a son, Ensign Richard B. Edgar, 
U.S.N., who is serving aboard a carrier in the 
Mediterranean. 

The day after Mrs. Edgar’s death her daugh¬ 
ter, Jean E. Goldsmith, gave birth to her first 
child, Laurie Jean.

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Tenth Annual Pony Sale 

One hundred and forty ponies were con¬ 
signed to the Maryland Pony Breeders Tenth 
Annual Pony Sale held at Timonium, Septem¬ 
ber 9. Sixty-five of these were crossbred ponies 
sold in the afternoon; the remaining were 
pure-bred Shetland, Welsh and Dartmoor 
ponies. The buyer had a wide choice from rid¬ 
ing ponies for lead-liners and advanced riders 
to excellent broodmares, some with foals at 
side. 

Two special sections were introduced into 
the sale. A 4-H section was reserved at the end 
of the afternoon sale for 4-H projects. Four 
ponies were entered in this section with Paul 
Muller’s bay filly bringing the top price of 
$235 of the four. A Dartmoor stallion and 
three mares (one with a filly foal at side) were 
offered in the other section in the hopes that 
these very useful ponies would go as a breed¬ 
er’s herd. Two were bought by Mrs. S. Car- 
penter-Carr of Delaware and the remaining 
two went to separate buyers. The average Dart¬ 
moor price was $260. 

The Shetland section was larger this year 
with some very nice ponies selling. Woodcock 
Farm, of New Hampshire, sold a five-year-old 
silver dapple mare with a colt foal at side for 
the high Shetland price of $750. The average 
price for the Shetlands was $344. 

Forty-four Welsh ponies were sold. Mrs. 
Edward Wheeler, of Darlington, and Mr. John 
Ludwig, of Mohnton, Pa., were the largest 
consignors, each with ten. Mrs. Wheeler and 
Miss Mollie Butler, of Ithaca, N.Y., shared the 
high sale price honors. Mrs. Wheelers’ Severn 
Redbird, a three-year-old bay mare and Miss 
Butler’s Gwynedd Flashlight, a four-year-old 
black mare, each sold for $900. 

Miss Nancy Graham Dillon, a new consignor 
from Virginia, brought an excellent group of 
crossbred ponies to the sale, as evidenced by 
her crossbred gelding, Sir Pepper. He brought 
the crossbred high price of $675, well above 
the average crossbred price of $200. 

Averages of the sale for the past few years 
show a trend toward lower prices. This, of 
course, delights those who are buying ponies 
but somewhat dismays those who are selling! 
Good ponies of excellent conformation and 
superior breeding still bring high prices how¬ 
ever. The buyer has become more discriminat¬ 
ing and better educated, perhaps, through the 
renewed interest in ponies of fairly recent 
years. 

The Maryland Pony Breeders insists on the 
natural-footed, children’s pony type in the sale 
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and all ponies are inspected to make sure that 
they are of this type before they are entered 
in the catalog.

It was for Fisher that she produced Skirl, 
her last foal before her death. Skirl is now 
owned by Mrs. Daniel Colhoun, Mr. Fisher’s 
daughter.
